We  hare  now  a  aomplete  equipmen'  }t  cold  storage 
transportation  for  our  p^fishable  food  produeta.  The  mechanical  cold  storage 
in  the  ihipa  from  Canada  to  Oreat  Britain  ia  the  raoat  modem  and  best  in  the 
world.  Otir  refrigerator  car  ayatem,  started  and  helped  by  the  Ooyemment, 
providea  perfect  condition  of  carriage  from  the  interior  to  the  ship's  aide, 
liefrigeration  at  the  creameries  and  local  stores  through  the  country  has  been 
■ncouraged  and  stimulated.  Thei  .a  a  complete  systematic  supervision  of 
the. handling  of  Canadian  food  produeta  and  their  transit  from  the  point  of 
jiroduction  to  the  steamer  in  England,  resulting  in  very  careful  handling  and 
projicr  stowaire  with  a  complete  system  of  checking,  which  keeps  the  trans- 
portation companies  up  to  the  mark,  and  prevents  that  damage  to  these  deli- 
cate products,  which  in  the  old  days  was  one  of  the  chief  reasons  for  their  bad 
reputation  in  the  English  market.  The  result  has  been  that  our  goods  are 
placed  before  the  English  consumer  in  their  original  prime  quality,  and  have 
made  a  reputation  which  has  brought  about  the  splendid  increased  prices  so 
evident  during  the  laat  few  yean,  and  haa  occasioned  a  ready  sale  of  every- 
thing we  have  to  aend  there. 

OHK^E  niDUSTBY  fO^TEBKD  AUS  BTDinUlTED. 

The  cheese  trade  of  Canada  has  always  been  a  large  interest  In  the  old 
days,  it  progressed  under  difficulties  by  Uie  private  enterpriae  of  the  Ontario 
factorymen  with  the  help  of  the  Provincial  Government.  Now,  the  trade  has 
expanded  over  a  large  portion  of  Canada,  and  has  increaaed,  in  the  twelve 
yeara  ending  June  30th,  1906,  $120,178,904,  the  total  export  for  the  twelve 
years  ending  30th  of  June,  1896,  being  $127,611,428  against  $247,790,332  for 
the  twelve  yean  ending  30th  of  June,  1906.  Thia  is  due  to  improvement  in 
factory  education  along  the  lines  of  better  curing-rooms  and  methods,  and 
assistance  in  the  discovery  of  causes  of  detects ;  to  improved  facilities  in  the 
transportation,  and  to  the  increaaed  knowledge  spread  in  the  British  market 
of  Canadian  methods  and  Canadian  gooda.  A  revolution  in  the  curing  of 
cheese  has  been  brought  about  by  the  large  experiments  conducted  by  the  De- 
partment in  cool-curing.  The  full  effecta  of  these  have  not  yet  been  attained. 
The  finAnces  of  the  various  factories  have  not  enabled  them  to  make  the 
necessary  changea  everywhere,  but  a  distinct  impression  on  the  British  market 
has  been  made  by  the  cool-cured  cheese,  and  the  high  price  in  the_  last  few  , 
years  of  all  Canadian  cheese  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  greatly  improved 
quality  of  this'  cool-cured  cheese.  When  all  the  factori^j  of  Canada  adopt  thia 
method,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  result  will  be  an  actual  increase  in  the 
market  value  in  Great  Britain  of  all  Canadian  cheese.  In  the  year  ending 
March  31st  last  (1908),  we  Mported  cheese  of  the  value  of  $22,887,237.  If 
the  improved  methods  of  curing  above  mentioned  were  genenUj  adopted,  the 
increased  price  of  this  cheese  would  on  about  one-half  cent  per  pound.  The 
Department  has  found  out  how  to  do  this,  and  has  pointed  the  w»y.  Many  of 
the  cheese  maken  followed;  it  remains  for  the  reat  of  them  to  join  in  the 
moTement,  and  the  above  result  will  come.  Already  a  large  propoitimi  of  it 
kas  come.

■ubmit  to  ioiult  end  injoiy  in  a  cowudlj  aumur,  but  will  ■jmpatbiie  with 
the  QoTemmciit  which  stood  up  for  the  richts  and  reputation  of  Canada,  and 
tlie  polioy  which  haa  forced  the  Oennan  Oomnmant  to  make  appeal  againat 
Canada  to  the  Imperial  authorities  to  try  to  open  negotiations  with  u».  They 
now  are  proposini;  to  open  negotiations  with  as  for  ^e  removal  of  the  surtax. 
Mr.  Armstrong's  proposal  is  the  only  alternative  to  the  programme  of  the 
Liberal  Oovemment.  It  is  contrary  to  the  national  dignity  and  position  of 
Canada  and  the  Conservative  leaders  themselves  do  not  dare  to  take  that  posi- 
tion. 


Mr.  E.  D.  Smith's  Criticisms  of  the  Cold 
^  Storage  System  Answered 

I  We  have  seen  elsewhere  that  Mr.  Brodor  proved  the  absurdity  of  Sir 
Charles  Tupper'a  proposals,  and,  on  tlie  other  hand  condemned  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  for  not  spending  enough.  It  would  perhaps  not  be  fair  to  take 
no  notice,  in  this  pamphlet,  of  another  critic  of  agricultural  expenditure,  viz. ; 
Mr.  E.  D.  Smith,  the  Conservative  member  for  Wentworth,  who  has  recently 
resigned  his  seat.  Mr.  Smith,  in  his  speech,  in  the  House,  in  March  last  f  19081. 
sneers  at  the  alleged  fact  that  the  Government  is  now  spending,  and  has  been 
in  recent  years,  $100,000  a  year  chiefly  on  ocean  cold  storage.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  it  appears  from  the  departmental  records  that  the  Government  has  been 
spending  nothing  on  the  ocean  service  for  cold  storage  bonuses  since  1903. 
When  that  expenditure  had  entirely  ceased,  in  1903,  a  return  to  the  House  in 
1904  showed  that  there  had  been  spent  altogether  by  the  liberal  Administra- 
tion, for  the  equipment  of  steamships  with  mechanical  cold  storage,  and  for 
ventilated  storage,  the  sum  of  $231,875.  The  contracts  with  the  steamship 
people  for  cold  storage  proper  had  all  expired  by  1901,  and  in  the  same  year 
contracts  were  made  for  the  installation  of  cooled  air,  and  arrangements  made 
for  the  supplying,  free  of  charge,  of  ventilation  by  means  of  tans  in  the  holds 
of  the  vessels.  This  ventilation,  by  fans  was  then  provided  for,  although  Mr. 
Smith  now  advQcates  its  .general  adoption  and  introduction,  as  if  it  were 
something  new,  and  would  of  itself  fill  the  whole  bill  as  far  as  transportation 
of  perishable  products  is  concerned.  ^ 

The  report  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  for  1902  shows  that  this  pro- 
vision was  being  made,  in  addition  twlhe  rest  of  the  cold  storage  and  cooled 
air  services.  At  the  present  time,  as  a  result  of  these  original  arrangements, 
the  diips  that  are  not  provided  with  cold  storage  and  cooled  air  have  at  leaat 
provided,  at  their  own  expense,  this  ventilation  by  means  of  fans. 

For  the  past  six  years,  while  the  whole  system  thus  initiated  at  Govern- 
ment expense,  haa  been,  through  the  Government  system  of  inspection  and 
reporting  tested,  developed  and  perfected,  the  member  for  Wentworth  must 
have  been  either  asleep,  or  he  criticized  the  Minister  in  bad  faith. 

Let  us  examine  the  expenditure  for  cold  storage  from  year  to  year  sinea 
its  inception  to  the  time  it  was  withdrawn  from  the  ocean  service :

increased  production  and  export  of  wheat 

Contrary  to  Mr.  Smith's  pretensions,  therefore,  the  policy  and  practice  of

(liirmg  the  past  two  years,  have  caused  a  faUing  off  in  the  export  of  butter 
i  here  was  a  great  lack  of  fodder  for  the  winter  of  1906-07.  The  spring  of 
1.IU7  was  abnormally  late  and  checked  the  producUon  of  milk.  Lack  of  mois- 
ture in  the  early  autumn  of  the  present  season  is  having  a  similar  effect  The 
I  xport  IS  checked,  but  the  steadily  increasing  home  consumption  absorbs  at 
top  prices  all  that  is  offering. 

Bat  Mr.  Smith  says  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  must  take  the  bitter  with 
the  sweet,  and  if  he  should  have  credit  for  faiereased  shipments  from  the  in-  / 
'■pption  of  his  cold  stora-e  system,  he  should  now  he  h»ld  rfsnnnsible  for  the 
(  eoreaae.      WeU,  it  happens  that  Mr.  Smith  himself  has  conclusively  shown 
that  it  was  through  no  fault  of  the  Minister,  or  his  cold  storage  system.    In  his

ernment  for  the  transportation  of  perishable  products  he  would  be  serving 
the  interests  of  the  country,  and  thereby  show  true  patriotism 

Itwould  also  be  well  for  him  in  his  criticisms  to  study  the  reports  of  the 
uepartment.  He  would  glean  from  some  of  the  opinions  of  the  large  Eng- 
lish  importing  firms  something  to  form  an  accurate  opinion.  In  the  last 
report  of  the  Dairy  Commissioner,  page  103,  he  might  note  the  statement  of

In  190'<  ''it  Minuter  of  Afrienlton  Piaed  legiiUtion  tor  th*  inoorpora- 
tion  of  Liva  titock  Rword  Aaodatiooa.  Thii  Aet  providet  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  not  mora  than  one  aiwciation  for  each  diitinet  breed  and  practically  all 
the  Record  Aiiociationi  in  Canada  bare  been  granted  Dominion  inoorporatioD 
thenunder.  Prior  and  nibaequently  to  the  paaaing  of  the  Act,  a  number  of  leaNr 
record  aiaociatioai  for  the  Tarioni  breed*  were  formed  in  the  outlying  pro- 
Tincei.  Thi«  multiplication  of  record*  wa*  faet  becoming  a  eource  of  con- 
fn*ion,  preventing  harmony  among  the  breeders  from  the  different  leetiona 
of  the  Dominion,  and  creating  a  hiaderance  to  interprovincial  trade  in  pure- 
bred liTeitook. 

At  the  fint  annual  meeting  of  the  Canadian  National  Live  Stock  Aaio- 
siation,  convened  by  the  Minister  at  Ottawa,  in  March,  1904,  the  unanimous 
wiahoi  of  the  pure-bred  stock  breeders  of  the  Dominion  were  voiced  in  a 
series  of  reaolntiona,  which,  in  April,  1905,  were  emljodied  in  an  agreement 
between  them  and  the  Minister  of  Agriculture.  This  agreement 
provides  tijat  the  several  record  SKsociations  shall  continue  to 
manage  their  own  affairs  ai^d  records,  and  handle  their  own  fund* 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act;  that  the  office  of  the  KeKistrar  shall  be  at 
Ottawa,  and  all  certificates  shall  be  issued  therefrom;  that  under  the  direction 
of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  an  officer  set  apart  for  the  purpose  shall  inspect 
and  approve  all  certiflcates,  and  shall  thereupon  affix  the  seal  supplied  by  tlie 
Dapartment;  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  shall  supply  an  office  heat*d 
and  lighted  for  the  use  of  the  Registran  and  other  persons  similarly  employed 
and  all  official  stationery  and  blank  forms,  together  with  the  regular  postal 
messenger  service. 

The  Act  "  Hespecting  Incorporation  of  Live  Stock  Record  Associations" 
was  amended  according  to  the  new  agreement  providing  that  '*  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  may,  tlvough  an  officer  of  his  department,  approve,  under  Uie 
hand  of  that  officer  and  the  seal  of  his  department  a  certificate  of  registration 
issued  by  the  National  Associations."  Nearly  all  the  private  and  provincial 
records  have  been  merged  with  the  National  Records  at  Ottawa,  all  animals 
eligible  for  registration  in  the  corresponding  nationalized  book  being  trans- 
ferred thereto  free  of  charge  to  their  owners.  Practically,  all  the  Record 
Associations  of  Canada  now  conduct  their  business  and  iasue  certificates  of 
registration  from  Ottawa. 

Under  this  national  system  of  registration  a  unform  style  of  certificate 
for  all  breeds  has  been  adopted.  Each  certificate  after  being  prepared  by  the 
registrar,  working  under  instructions  from  his  respective  record  associations, 
is  compared  with  the  application  for  registration  sent  in,  and  scrutinized  for 
accuracy  by  an  officer  of  the  Live  Stock  Branch,  who,  upon  finding  the  certi- 
ficate correct,  affixes  the  seal  of  the  Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture 
before  it  leaves  the  office  of  registration.  This  provision  assures  the  Canadian 
farmer,  the  foreign  buyer  and  the  foreign  government,  that  a  pedigree  issued 
by  the  Canadian  National  Records  is  authentic. 

Moreover,  the  action  of  the  Minister  in  bringing  about  the  organization 
of  the  National  Live  Stock  Associations  and  the  establishment  of  the  National 
Records  in  Ottawa  has  so  unified  the  live  stock  breeders'  operations  that  they 
can  exert  their  combined  infiuence  and  promptly  co-operate  for  purposes  other 
than  registration  of  pedigree  records.

TbroaKhout  tlie  older  prorfaieea,  where  tbt  atationa  ware  flrat 
eatabliahad,  the  farmara  hara  adopted  manj  of  the  methoda  adroeatad  at  the 
atationa.  Thry  are  bnying  Inenbatora,  malrinir  hroodera,  erata-faadinR  their 
eoakarala  and,  in  plaea  of  aelling  thi>m  at  aix  montha  for  28  and  iUS  eanta  a  pair, 
aa  waa  the  caae  aeveral  yeara  aicn,  they  are  now  rraliiinc  from  60  to  M  aania 
for  them  at  four  montha  old.  Dealen  prafar  to  handle  erata-fattad  bink  at 
aoTaral  centa  a  wand  advaoea  in  priec,  beeanae  oonanmani  an  willing  to  puj 
the  inereaaed    rire  for  the  lupcrior  artiela. 

When  the  objects  aimed  at  by  the  ealabHahmant  of  th«a  aUtiona  had 
baan  attained,  and  the  ne<vwar}'  nhjret  ietanna  had  been  (tran,  aad  the  raanlta 
of  the  experimenta  widely  circulated  by  rncanii  iif  leetnna  and  in  pamphlet 
form  among  the  people  interested,  theae  stations  weri'  cloaad,  and  once  mart 
thi  lie  uat  givin  to  the  Vonurvativet  who,  wktn  Ike  itationt  were  e/rtabliehed, 
protended  that  thii  work  woe  being  do»e  to  provide  pennaneni  placet  for 
Liberal  partitans.  The  work  is  aecompUthed  and  the  permanant  reeulU 
rtmain.  The  recent  aKrienltnral  eanana  ahowa  a  largely  incrcaaad  pniduo- 
tion  of  poultry  which  baa  been  taken  up  at  hiph  prieea  by  the  inereaaed  con- 
sumption. Thirty-three  carloads  of  incnbalnrs  were  ahipped  into  Winnipeg 
in  1906,  and  in  the  lat«  fall  of  the  same  year  up  to  CSiriatmaa  there  wan  aant 
from  the  East  to  Calgary  no  less  "lan  sevcntj-three  carloads  ot  poiiltiy  and 
egga.  he  Cons,  may  think  the  indnatrj-  is  nf  wry  little  conse^inence,  bnt  the 
f  armei  ind  eapeeially  their  wives  and  dauyhters,  who  have  learned  to  do  this 
work  fum  the  iUustrationa  at  the  experimental  atationa,  appreciate  it  because 
they  arc  not  able  to  All  the  ever-increaaing  local  demand.  Such  fatted  poultrr 
now  commands  in  large  Canadian  citii's  aa  high  aa  IS  and  14  cents  a  pound, 
while  formerly,  under  the  Conwrvative  let-alone  .  olicy,  die  fanners'  wivta  and 
daughters  had  to  be  content  with  Ave,  aix  or  at  most  aeren  cents.  The  poultry 
raiaor  now  knowa  how  to  make  hia  proflt  by  puttmg  fat  on  to  the  bonea  of  the 
young  bird,  and  the  consumer,  while  paying  a  higher  price  per  ponnd,  eflaeta 
an  economy  because  he  srcts  a  larger  weight  of  supcnlant  Beat  in  propra-tiaD  to 
the  bones.  Under  the  Coneervativt  ttt-alnne  foUcy  tke  fmrotere  mtade  a  mieer- 
ably  smnll  pro/it  and  tke  connmcr  tad  iteitkar  comfort  nor  profit  in  mekma 
the  bonea. 

THntTT  DATS  QnABAMTINX  OH  UlflTED  STATES  BWINZ. 

Sometime  previous  to  November,  1905,  the  Canadijin  Oovirnmcni  permitted 
packing  houses  to  import  live  hoga  without  quarantine  for  slaughter  in  bond 
provided  they  were  subsequently  exported.  The  nunc  bonding  piivilase 
existed  for  the  carrying  and  packing  of  imported  earmsses  of  awine.  Both 
these  privileges  were  rescinded  by  Order  in  Onnncil  approved  on  Pebruar\ 
3rd,  1908,  when  the  Orders  in  Conncil  of  May  »rd.  1880,  and  January  27tli 
1882,  and  all  other  Orders  in  Conncil  for  the  alauBhtering  of  imported  swine 
in  bond,  and  for  the  carrying  and  packing  of  imported  carcasses  of  swine  in 
bond,  were  rescinded.  On  the  29th  of  November  preceding  (1905)  a  quaran- 
tine of  thirty  days  wes  imposed  apsmst  at!  swine  imported  into  Canada 
These  measurea  amounted  practically  to  prohibition  of  the  imp.irtation  of  live 
hogs  and  rendered  the  importation  of  swine  carcassea  very  rare. 

While  dye  precaution  had  been  taken  by  the  meaanres  just  mentioned  to 
prrlect  onr  swine  from  disease  and  our  internal  trade  against  the  imporution 
of  hogs  from  the  United  Sutes,  the  Minister,  last  year,  introdoead  the  com- 
pulsory government  inspection  of  meats  at  packing  houaea.'

It  ia  for  icing  can  and  paying  the  diSer- 
en«e  between  the  Ctoremment  guarantee  of  two-thirds  of  the  running  of  a 
minimom  car,  viz.,  tS.OO  per  car  for  icing.  Shippers  are  charged  the  current 
laia  than  carload  rates  withont  extra  charge  for  ice.  When  eamiugs  exceed 
the  guarantee  there  ia  no  charge  against  the  Department. 

COLD  STORAGE  BONUSES   $5,425.00 

Money  for  this  purpose  has  been  spent  annually  since  18!)7  on  account 
M  the  $100,  paid  by  the  Department  during  three  consecutive  seasons  to 
to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  creamery  cold  storage  in  accordance  with  plans 
prepared  and  submitted  by  the  Department  and  on  the  condition  that  a  cer- 
tain temperature  should  be  continually  maintained,  etc.  Nearly  all  the 
creameries  in  Canada  have  taken  advantage  of  this  bonus. 

SUBSIDIES  FOR  OOLD  STORAGE  WAREHOUSES. 

By  an  Act  passed  dnring  the  1906  Session  of  Parliament,  the  Governor. 
in-Council  is  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  with  any  person  for  the  con- 
struction, equipment  and  maintenance  of  public  Cold  Storage  warehouae* 
equipped  with  mechanical  refrigeration  suitable  for  the  preservation  of  all 
perishable  food  produc's.  The  Govemor-in-Couneil  may  pay,  out  of  moneys 
appropriated  by  Parliament  for  the  purpose,  a  grant  or  subsidy  not  to  exceed, 
on  the  whole,  80  per  cent  of  the  amount  expended  or  approved  of  in  such 
construction  and  equipment. 

'n  certain  localities  the  investment  would  be  fairly  safe,  but  in  many 
places  where  such  warehouses  would  be  of  grett  benefit  to  the  farmers  and 
fruit  growers,  inducements  are  necessary  to  secure  capital.  No  subsidy  will 
be  given  for  competition  with  other  established  warehouses.  There  will  be 
no  competition  with  the  old  ones,  which,  it  must  be  remembered,  occupy  the 
choice  locations.  These  new  establishments  will  serve  a  considerable  area 
where  the  facilities  are  greatly  needed.  There  will  be  Governmental  regula- 
tion of  the  rates  and  conditions.  The  result  of  thii  freak  addition  to  the  cold 
ttarage  service  will  be  to  generalize  through  rural  Canada  a  system  of  storing 
perishable  products  effectively  and  at  reasonable  prices,  so  they  can  be  held 
and  marketed  in  prime  condition  at  the  highest  prices. 

This  is  a  further  and  most  effective  addition  to  the  cold  storage  system 
inaugurated  in  1897  by  the  present  Minister  of  Agriculture,  and  ever  since 
steadily  developed  by  him,  in  accordance  with  the  new  conditions  and  demands 
continually  ariaiiig.

This 
is  a  new  feature  introduced,  organized  and  developed  by  the  present  Minister, 
chiefly  to  aid  in  the  proper  grading,  packing  and  marking  of  fruit,  transport- 
ing it  and  maiteting  it  abroad  in  such  a  way  as  to  enhance  the  reputation  of

As  a  basis  upon  which  to  start  this  worf,  upwards  of  1,200  sample*  of 
i«ed  of  grasses,  cloven,  cereals,  root  crops,  vsgetables  and  flowers  were  securM 
from  seed  merchants  in  different  parts  of  Canada  and  tested  in  the  Seea 
Laboratory. 

Articles  oontaining  summary  information  of  the  results  from  the  analyses 
of  these  seeds  were  prepared  an*  sent  to  the  newspapers  for  general  PabUoa- 
tion.  Details  of  the  results  of  the  investigation  into  the  conditions  of  the 
trade  in  Timothy,  AWke  and  Bed  Clover  seeds  were  also  published  in  bnlletm 
form  and  freely  distributed  to  farmers, 

Thtu  mvtstigatiort  revealed  the  fact  that  certain  dithonest  teed  mtr- 
ehmti  were  mpplying  the  farmers  with  teedi  lacking  in  vitality  or  9f"""- 
ating  power,  and  impure  teeda  with  a  large  proportion  of  noxious  weed  seeds 
mixed  with  them.  These  investirrstions,  together  with  the  educational  Mm- 
paign  carried  on  by  the  Seed  Commissioner  and  his  staff,  led  to  the  introduc- 
tion by  the  Minister,  in  1904,  of  the  "Seed  Control  Act" 

At  two  sessions  of  Parliament  the  Honorable  Mr.  Fisher  discussed  the 
eilhctment  of  a  law  to  control  the  trade  in  agricultural  seeds,  and  introduced 
a  Bill  for  that  purpose,  tut  the  obstructive  and  factious  oppos%twn  of  the 
Conservative  members  prevented  its  becoming  law. 

However,  in  the  session  following  the  general  Sections  of  1904,  the  Min- 
ister had  so  prepared  the  public  mind  th»t  he  was  enabled  to  perfect  and  pass 
the  Act  without  much  opposition.  The  Act  provides  that  seed  shall  not  be 
offeivd  for  sale  at  all  when  it  contiins  even  the  sraallest  proportion  of  certain 
very  noxious  weed  seeds.  While  other  less  noxious  weed  seeds  can  only  be 
present  in  a  small  proportion  in  seed  sold  as  of  the  first  quality.  The  Act 
demands,  moreover,  that  the  seed  merchants  place  the  names  of  certain 
noxious  weed  seeds  that  may  be  present,  plainly  written  on  the  label  and 
attach  it  to  the  bag  or  bin  when  the  seeds  of  such  weeds  are  present  in  the 
seeds  offered  for  sale.  When  it  is  considered  that  more  than  30,000,000  acres 
of  land  are  devoted  to  fl«M  crop#in  Canada,  some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the 
enormous  amount  of  set  required  to  sow  this  area.  If  by  the  use  of  better 
seed  grain  an  increase  of  even  one  bushel  an  acre  could  be  made  in  the  average 
yield  for  all  Canada,  the  total  in  grain  alone  would  amount  to  over  twelve 
and  a  half  million  bushels.  Hence  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  established  the 
Seed  Branch  of  his  department  under  Mr.  G.  H.  Clark,  and  enacted  the 
"Seed  Control  Act,  1905."  That  branch  is  directing  its  operations  mainly 
along  two  lines;— that  looking  to  progress  in  field  agriculture  through  giving 
encouragement  in  various  ways,  to  the  growing  and  selecting  of  seeds  for 
field  crops,  and  that  for  making  permanent  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the 
seeds  that  enter  into  commerce; 

With  a  view  to  render  more  efficient  service  in  the  matter  of  seed  im- 
provement, especially  to  the  fanners  who  make  seed  growing  a  special 
industry,  the  Minister  appointed  five  well  trained  men,  competent  to  give 
practical  instruction  in  the  principles  of  growing  and  selecting  seeds,  and  to 
inspect  seeds  offered  in  the  trade  in  each  of  five  districts:  (1)  Maritime  Pro- 
vinces (2)  Province  of  Quebec,  (3)  Province  of  Ontario,  (4)  the  Provinces  of 
Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan,  and  (5)  the  Provinces  of  Alberta  and  Briti*ie 
Columbia.  ,  , 

This  Division  also  co-operates  with  Agricultural  Associations  in  the  hoi"" 
ing  of  Seed  Fairs,  at  which  valuable  educational  work  is  conducted.  A  Se- 
Laboratory  was  established  in  connection  with  the  Division,  primarily  to^  ,

A  »y«tematto  flve-year  rotation  w«*  intMijStnced 
with  tlie  reault  that  while  the  retunu  from  the  ule  of  produce  in  1899  were 
valued  at  $2,776.64,  they  had  inoreaaed  in  1905-1906  to  $5,971,  on  the  lame 
land  and  without  the  purchaae  of  any  manure.  In  1899,  36  head  of  cattle 
were  kept  for  th;  full  year,  and  30  extra  head  during  the  winter.  In  190B, 
110  cattle  ware  k«pt  the  fall  year  and  40  extra  head  during  the  winter. 

If  the  wiidom  of  the  inoreaaed  eqienditure  ii  to  be  guaged  by  corre- 
qmnding  naolta,  thii  ia  a  iplendid  ahowing. 

Tin  Oovtnmnt  kove  increased  the  number  of  branch  farm;  to  aaatth.e 
farmtn,  eepteiaUy  in  the  newer  eettled  parte  of  the  country,  and  m  the  older 
parti  of  Gaaada,  where  the  conditions  aeem  to  require  local  expenmenU  in 
crop-growing  eapedally.  It  ia  the  policy  of  the  Miniater  to  eaUbliah  new  aUr 
tions  wherever  eonditiona  jualify  it 
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Other  Departmental  Work 

In  additioD  to  the  purely  agricultural  work  of  the  Domifiion  Department 
of  Agriculture,  the  Miniater  has  also  under  his  control  the  issue  of  Patenta  nl 
Invention,  theHoman  Quarantine  against  the  introduction  of  disease  at  ocean 
porta  and  the  frontier  line.  He  has  also  charge  of  the  Bureau  of  Census  and 
StatiiticB,  the  Hiatorical  Archiveo  of  the  Dominion,  and  the  Foreign  Bihibi- 
tiona. 

The  Minister  has  re-oiganised  the  Patent  Branch  and  appointed  a  larger 
number  of  examiners,  so  that  the  examination  is  now  more  thorough  and  re- 
liable than  it  was  m  1896,  and  aSorOs  a  greater  protection  to  the  patentee 
againat  infringebient  of  his  patent  The  number  of  patenta  issued  annually 
has  nearly  doubled. 

The  Minister  haa  created  a  Bureau  of  Public  Health  at  Ottawa,  wift  Dr. 
Montiiambert  in  charge,  and  undertaken  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Works  Health  Act  providing  for  medical  and  sanitary  inspection  ol 
construction  eamps  on  all  public  works,  including  railways,  CMiato,  bridges, 
telegraphs  and  other  works  within  the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament 
of  Canada  At  the  ocean  ports  the  quarantine  buildings  have  been  enlarged 
and  thoroughly  equipped  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  largely  inereasa* 
immigi^tioii.

In  1906  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  Census  and  Statistics  BrancB, 
the  objeet  of  which  was  to  provide  a  trained  staff  to  deal  not  only  with  the 
DooennUl  Census,  but  to  take  from  time  to  time  intermediate  censuses  imd 
coUeot  through  various  means  other  "seful  statistical  information.  When  tne 
work  on  the  1901  Census  was  con.;,-ted  the  Minister  retained  some  twenty  or 
more  of  the  best  employees  who  have  since  been  engap;ed  on  the  Qumqucaniai 
Census  of  Manitoba.  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta,  and  about  the  same  time  on 
the  manufacturing  Census,  and  subsequently,  last  year,  on  an  agricultural 
Censna  of  Eastern  Canada.  The  taking  of  these  intermediate  Censuses  and 
the  collection  through  up-to-date  methods  of  the  mass  of  other  leif.nnation 
haa  naturally  entailed  a  large  increase  of  expenditure,  and  at  the  same  time 
it  haa  enormously  increased  the  usefulness  of  the  Statistica  Bureau.  The

FOBZION  EZHIBITIOira. 

1905-06  Expenditure  $121,067.00 

The  Foreign  Exhibitions  Branch  is  an  entirely  new  feature.  It  hat  been 
an  important  factor  in  stimulating  Canadian  export  trade  as  well  as  invest' 
ment  of  capital  in  Canadian  industries  and  attracting  the  better  class  of  •im- 
migrants. Its  effects  are  especially  marked  in  Great  Britain  where  in  the 
last  few  years  exhibitions  have  been  held  in  London,  Olasgow  and  Dublin, 
and  again  during  the  present  year  in  London  and  Edinburgh,  Concurrently 
with  the  holding  of  these  exhibitions  our  exports  of  agricultural  products  to 
Great  Britain  have  enormously  increased  in  comparison  with  those  of  the 
preceding  ten  years. 

'These  exhibitions  have  been  very  sueceasful  as  compared  with  the  dis- 
playa  of  other  countries,  and  have  directed  apecial  attention  to  Canada's 
position  in  the  agricultural,  industrial  and  commercial  world.  They  have 
especially  stimulated  immigration  of  the  best  classes  of  people,  who  travel, 
read  and  observe.  The  exhibita  displayed  and  the  information  supplied  are 
of  such  a  practical  character  aa  to  induce  many  capitalista  to  invest  in  Cana- 
dian enterprises  and  securities.  In  an  age  when  commercial  agencies  are 
deemed  not  only  important  but  necessary  to  tiie  success  of  commercial  ventures, 
these  exhibitions  are  looked  upon  as  essential  to  keep  Canada  and  Canada's 
warea  always  in  the  forefront  in  international  commercial  competition.  Ow- 
ing to  Canada's  success  in  these  exhibitions,  aa  well  on  the  Continent  as  in 
England,  other  Oovemmenta  have  recently  followed  Canada's  example  in 
appointing  a  permanent  Exhibition  Commissioner  and  staff  whose  expert 
knowledge  might  be  utilized  in  insuring  succta  for  the  country's  exhibit 
abroad.  All  the  progressive  countries  of  the  world  now  make  it  a  practice 
to  participate  in  large  exhibitions,  and  follow  Canadc.'a  lead  in  forming  pjer- 
manent  exhibition  organizations. 

Canada's  success  has  been  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  exhibitions 
have  been  thus  entrusted  to  one  Commissioner  who  has  gained  experienoe 
and  knowledge  as  the  work  progressed.  It  is  alao  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
exhibits  are  arranged  as  a  National  Exhibit,  without  special  regard  to  the 
different  parts  of  the  country,  and  consequently  form  a  hoF:;>geneniia  and 
eomplete  disnlav  of-  the  varied  products  of  the  Dominion.

Free  Rural  Mail  Delivery  for  Canada. 

At  the  great  demonstration  to  Sir  Wilfrid  Laarier,  at  Niamra,  Ont.,  on 
Beptonber  IStb,  the  Poftmaater  General,  Hon  Rodolphe  Lemieux,  made  an, 
apoeh-martciag  annonneement  in  regard  to  Free  Rural  Mail  Delivery.  Hie 
<nrda  were  greeted  with  the  ntmoet  enthuaiaam  by  the  18,000  farmen  preaent. 

He  prefaced  that  announcement  by  aome  very  intereatinK  data  concerning 
the  P.O.  Department.  There  had  been  a  deficit  of  ever  (700,000  th*  lad 
7*ar  of  OonaarratiT*  rnl*.  This  bad  been  gradually  eonverted  into  annual 
•orplnaee.  Last  Tear  the  aorplna  amounted  to  tl.lOO.OOO,  the  grand  total 
rine*  1S03  being  $4,282,219.  That  aplendid  result  was  aoeompanied  by  a 
steady  lednstion  in  th*  postal  rates,  so  that  the  eraeral  letter  rate  from  three 
sants  had  been  redneed  to  two,  the  drop  letter  rate  from  two  to  one,  the  rate 
to  all  parU  of  the  British  Bmpire  from  Ato  to  two.  An  important  cut  bad 
been  made  on  the  Canadian  and  on  British  newspapers.  The  latter  "  tkt  In- 
UtttetMot  fnftrmet,  kod  pnmottd  «»roug»oi»«  tU  Unff<*  md  hnadUi  of 
Canada  iK4  (rue  tpirit  of  loyoHy  oiMi  devoMmto  tk»  Motlur  Country." 

At  the  same  time  that  theae  substantial  reductions  were  being  made,— 
leesening  by  at  leaat  Uiree  or  four  million  dollara  annually  the  burden  of  the 
people,  eomrared  with  what  they  would  be  if  the  old  rates  wsre  paid  on  the 
aame  amount  of  mailing  matter — the  postal  serrices  were  being  extended  and 
fanproved  in  accordance  with  the  rapidly  expanding  needs  of  Canada. 

On  the  all  important  topic  of  Free  Rural  Delivery,  the  Postmaster  0«n- 
eral  spoke  aa  follows  : 

"  There  ia  in  ator*  for  Canada  another  great  postal  reform  which  is  of  par- 
tieular  interest  to  th*  farming  oommunity.  I  refer  to  that  system  known 
as  the  free  rural  mail  delivety." 

"  Thia  aystem,  which  is  only  an  expansion  of  the  letter  delivery  from  the 
oties  to  the  rural  aectioja  of  tiiie  oonntiy,  baa  been  in  vogue  for  a  long  time 
in  Great  Britain,  France  and  Germany.  Now  lately  it  waa  adopted  by  the 
United  Statea.  I  have  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons  that  it  was  not  poa- 
sible  for  Canada  at  the  present  time  to  assume  s  similar  burden,  and  my 
statement  was  baaed  on  the  well-known  fact  that  the  conditions  which  would 
warrant  rural  delivery  were  thick  populations  and  large  revenues.  Such  ia 
die  case  with  Great  Britain,  with  a  population  of  forty-four  milliona  and  an 
area  of  120,000  square  miles,  i.e.,  about  the  size  of  Ontario,  with  aix  times 
the  population  of  the  whole  Dominion." 

"  In  the  United  Stetes  there  is  an  area  no  larger  than  that  of  Canada  to 
be  aerved;  but  there  is  a  population  of  eighty-three  millions  as  against  six 
here,  and  a  poatal  revenue  of  one  hv.ndred  and  eighty-three  millions  aa  against 
nine  here."  .    -  «      * 

"  In  other  words,  with,  aayan  equal  area,  there  is  in  the  United  States  a 
population  fourteen  times  as  great  as  ours,  and  a  revenue  twenty  times  aa 
great  to  bear  the  cost  of  the  free  rural  mail  delivery,  let  it  be  remembered 
alao  that  the  United  States  only  adopted  the  system  when  they  had  seventy 
million  people,  and  a  postal  revenue  of  over  eighty  millions." 

"As  I  have  often  stated  in  Parliament,  it  ia  a  splendid  system,  which  I  ad- 
mii«  greatly,  and  which  can  be  introduced  step  by  step  in  Canada.      For  soms

Another  Order-ia-CoaneU,  prictieiHy  of  th*  ume  purport  u  that  of 
ItOl,  wu  piaed  in  1902  and  eoinmunicat*d  to  the  EnRliih  *uthoritii»  At 
th*  lam*  tim*  necotiatioiii  wen  renewed  by  Sir  William  Mulook,  who  at  tbnt 
tiiM  waa  in  England  attaoding  the  Colonial  Conference.  At  that  C^onferen^e 
nxtise  waa  giren  on  behalf  of  the  Canadian  Oovemment  of  a  Rew>lution  fav  - 
oHng  the  removal  of  the  Embargo.  The  Conference  waa  of  the  opinino  that 
to*  qneation  concerned  the  Imperial  and  Canadian  Oovcnunenta  only  ami, 
on  a  anggeation  of  Mr.  Chamberlain  and  Sir  Wilfrid  Uurier,  it  waa  arranitiHl, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Conference  on  the  Sth  of  Auguat,  that  the  inbject  ihoulil 
be  lefemKl  to  the  Right  Honourable  Mr.  Hanbury,  and  to  Sir  Villiam  Mul- 
ock,  on  behalf  of  the  Canadian  Oovemment  Sir  William  eonferred  with 
Mr.  Hanbury  but  without  aueceea.

In  February,  1903,  at  the  very  moment  when  a  reeolution  waa  being  pri'- 
pared  for  preaentation  to  the  Canadian  Parliament,  Mr.  Price,  the  Member 
for  Eaat  Norfolk,  introduced  into  the  Britiah  Houie  an  amendment  to  the 
Embargo  Aot,  "  Humbly  repreamting  to  Hie  Majeaty  that  the  abeenee  uf 
cattle  diaeaae  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  the  lequirementa  of  cattle 
feeder*  in  thia  oounbr  juatify  th*  repeal  of  the  law  which  exclude*  Canadian 
atore  cattle  from  our  market*." 

The  Canadian  eaae  waa  itrongly  pnaanted  by  Mr.  Price  who  found  many 
warm  lupporten.  fi'lll,  upon  the  diviiion  of  the  Houae,  there  voted  for  th* 
amendment  3^  and  190  againat  it  .•bowing  an  advene  majority  of  1S2. 

In  1902,  than  wa*  in  the  New  England  SUtea,  an  outbreak  of  Foot  and 
Mouth  diaeaae.  The  United  Statea  Oovemment  atrictly  quarantined  the 
infected  Statea  and  the  Britiah  authoritiea  put  an  abiolute  prohibition  on 
the  importation  of  cattle  from  theae  quarantined  Statea.  The  Canadian  Oov- 
«mB«nt  alao  abaolutaly  prohibited  the  paauge  of  any  cattle  or  cattle  cara 
between  the  aaid  SUtaa  and  Canada.  In  a  few  montha  the  United  SUtca 
authoritiea  atamped  out  the  dieeaae  completely.  The  Britiah  authoritiea 
then  removed  the  prohibition  from  liieae  Statea  and  the  Canadian  Oovemment 
did  tile  qame.  During  the  period  of  thii  prohibition  there  waa  no  (toppage 
of  the  uBual  trade  between  the  other  parts  of  the  United  State*  and  Canada 
nor  between  Canada  and  Oreat  Britain.  The  fact  that  there  waa  no  spread 
of  the  diaease  shows  that  the  Imperial  authorities  aa  well  aa  the  Canadian 
Oovemment  were  quite  aatiafied  with  the  efficiency  of  the  United  Statea  Bur- 
eau  of  animal  industry,  and  the  Imperial  authorities  as  well  aa  the  United 
Statea  were  quite  satisfied  that  Canada  could  protect  herself  against  any 
riaks  of  contagion  from  that  portion  o'  ibe  United  States  where  diaease 
existed.  The  channels  of  trade  were  k  -.  f  «o  as  they  had  been  before  the 
ontbreak,  and  the  confidence  of  these  countries  was  entirely  justified  by  the 
fact  that  there  waa  no  spread  of  the  disease  into  Canada. 

In  the  Aberdeen  Journal,  of  the  26th  of  October,  1904,  there  appeared 
the  report  of  a  public  meeting  at  which  the  Right  Honourable  The  Earl  of 
Onslow,  then  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  in  speaking  of  the  Em- 
bargo, made  use  of  the  following  words:—"  If  there  waa  a  strong  feeling  on 
the  part  of  the  Canadian  people,  that  might  eigh  in  their  counsels,  but  he 
read  the  Canadian  papers  on  this  subject  w.  b  much  care,  and  he  gathered 
that  they  were  quite  satisfied  with  the  removal  of  the  stigma  on  Caandian 
herds.      They  suffered  s  great  deal  from  what  they  believed  to  be  a  wrongful

■'  .Sxpuienee  has  shown  that  the  existing  statutory  requirements  that 
all  cattle  imported  into  thii  cdnntry  shall  be  slaughtered  in  wharves  pro- 
Tided  for  the  purpose  at  the  port  of  landing  is  no  obstacle  to  the  develop- 
ment and  maintenanee  of  a  large  and  valuable  trade.  In  the  case  of  Argen- 
tmj^  the  number  of  «ttle  imported  into  Great  Britain  steadily  nm  from 
4,200  m  1891  to  86,000  in  1899,  when  the  trade  was  interrupted  by  the 
introdttctian  of  Foot  and  Mouth  disease  in  the  countay.  The  value 
M^the  imports  in  qnestion  was  £68,uOO  in  1901  and  £1,392,000  in  1899 
During  the  whole  of  that  period  the  requirement  of  slaughter  was  in  force 
The  case  of  the  United  SUtea  shows  similar  results.  The  number  of  cattle 
imported  in  18?9  was  76,000  with  a  value  of  £1,782,000.  In  1904  the  number 
imparted  was  401,000  with  a  value  of  £7,160,000. 

"  Slaughter  at  the  port  of  landing  was  required  for  the  first  time  in  1879 
Mid  has  been  enforced  ever  since.  The  Board  are  glad  to  observe  that  sim- 
ilar results  are  indicated  in  the  case  of  Canada.  The  imports  durine  tha 
past  two  years  have  been  as  follows :  r  o  —

"The  highest  figure  recorded  prior  to  1892,  when  the  slaughter  at  the 
'*°  ,  J^^-T"  *"*  rviaind,  waa  in  1890.  The  imports  in  that  year 
were  180,469  with  a  declared  value  of  £1,892,298.  The  ^dating  law  does 
not  cast  any  stigma  or  discredit  upon  Canadian  catUe,  for  it  holds  good  not 
only  m  the  case  of  the  United  States  and  other  countries,  but  also  in  that  of 
•very  BnUah  Colony,  including  both  AustraUa  and  New  Zealand  whence 
iive  cattle  have  m  the  past  been  imported  into  Great  Britain.  It  is  in  fact 
a  sanitary  law  of  universal  application  of  great  importance  to  stock-owners 
at  home  as  a  valuable  safeguard  against  the  introduction  of  disease,  but  not 
at  aU  mmnsistent  with  the  transaction  of  a  large  and  growing  trade,  as 
already  ahown. 

at  ."  ^'",SS'^™'\"'^  Argentine  in  1900,  and  more  recently  of  the  United 
Slates  m  1902,  has  shown  how  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  Foot  and  Mouth 
Ulaease  may  make  its  appearance  in  a  country,  quite  irrespective  of  the  main- 
tenance of  an  efficient  veterinary  organization.  In  the  former  case  diseased 
animals  were  actually  imported  into  this  country,  and  it  waa  only  by  dint  of 
good  fortune  and  the  most  strenuous  exertions  that  the  infection  was  kept 
withm  the  lunita  of  the  Foreign  Animals  Wharves.  A  similar  result  might 
weU  have  happened  m  1902  in  the  case  ofthe  United  States,  notwithstanding 
^m^  ""•  ""  """"Sfy  »'  "■«  Department  of  AgricnltuM  in  that  country  " 
*i.  ,  J°f. ^onnoi"  losses  which  British  agriculturists  have  suffered  during 
the  last  thirty  years,  matnly  hy  reason  of  tht  increased  pressun  of  colonial 
ana  foretgn  compehtton,  make  it  more  than  ever  necessary  that  every  possible 
precaution  should  be  taken  against  the  introduction  S  diseases,  consistent 
with  thereasonable  requirements  of  colonial  producer*  and  the  interests  of 
oonsumers  at  home.  The  consequences  of  the  reaurrenee  in  Great  Britain  of 
epidemics  of  disease,  such  as  have  been  experienoed  in  the  past,  would  now  be 
^Jsastrons,  and  conaumera  as  well  as  producers  would  be  effected  throughout 
the  country.  It  u  therefore  in  the  general  interest  that  no  risk  should  be 
taken  which  can  Be  avoided  by  the  maintenance  of  a  law  which  provides  a 
ronsiderable  measure  of  security  against  the  introduction  of  diseaae^  and  at

EESPONSIBILITT  OP  THE  CONSERVATIVES. 

UnfortiBately  for  the  reputation  of  Canadian  wattle  abroad,  the  Conserva- 
j5T.r*S![  °P°™™f"'°''P"'™"'  to  1896  spent  a  very  small  sum  for  the 
l^attle  Qnarantine  and  diseases  of  animals.  The  "English  Animals  Order  "  ex- 
cludmg  Canadian  cattle  was  passed  in  18!;2.  In  the  year  1891  -92  only  $19  730 
1?  'of  *?  Canada  for  these  purposes,  against  $33,238  ten  years  later.  In 
i».-.-»8  tne  year  before  the  Embargo  became  statutory,  $22,012  was  spent 
a«Miit  $190,253  ten  years  later.  In  1895-96,  the  year  the  Embargo  became 
statntoiT,  the  expenditure  was  slightly  increased  to  $31,419;  ten  years  later,  > 
It  was  $421,993. 

No  wonder  the  English  authorities  hod  no  confidence  in  the  abiliti'  of 
the  Canadian  Government  to  control  disease  in  the  periiKl  from  1890  to  1806 
when  all  the  trouble  arose.  In  the  Minister's  report  for  189!)-96.  Doctor 
.Mct,acliran,  then  the  Dominion  Veterinary  General,  states  at  page  29— "By 
referring  to  the  report  of  Hog  Cholera  in  the  Counties  of  Essex  and  Kent 
Ontario,  i«  m  to  be  regretted  that  this  disease  has  been  allowed  to  exist  for  i 
vumber  of  ytars  and  spread  over  a  considerable  area  of  country,  the  full 
extent  of  which  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  ascertained." 

Further  on,  the  Doctor  states  that,  "  unfortunately  11  years  ago  swine 
plague  was  by  some  undetermined  means  introduced  in  the  County  of  Essex 
Ont,  when  143  farms  were  declared  infected.  It  also  appeared  in  the  County 
of  Kent,  m  1899,  and  has  been  allowed  to  continve  to  exist  and  break  out 
peruidxcaBy  ever  since."  "During  the  i)a.st  twelye  months  no  less  than  fiftv- 
spyen  outbreaks  occurred  and  as  many  farms  infected,  causing  the  loss  hv 
'A*''  ,,"'!,'*''''"■ "'  ^^  ^°'^  "^  various  ages,  and  no  compmisation  was  paid  "' 
Dr.  McEachiaa  states  further,  on  page  41,— "It  is  a  well  known  fact  thnt 
when  owners  feel  that  they  are  not  fairly  indemnified  for  their  animals  slaugh- 
tered tor  the  protection  of  public  health,  many  instead  of  voluntarily  aiding
